Garden  of  Eden  also  came  the 
turning  away  from  worshipping 
the  true  God.  But  when  men  lost 
the  knowledge  of  this  God.  they* 1 * 
oid  not  lose  their  sense  of  feeling 
that  there  must  be  a  God  some¬ 
where — an  omnipotent  Creator  of 
tliis  complex  universe  of 
Men  have  always  felt  that 
Gods  should  be  worshipped,  but 
they  wanted  to  see  them,  so  they 
began  worshipping  objects  like  the 
Irees,  sun,  moon  and  stars,  or 
created  some  images. 

Today,  in  civilized  countries, 
people  know  that  this  idol  wor¬ 
shipping  is  pure  folly.  Yet,  we 
cling  to  any' number  of  other  gods. 
Wealth,  ambition,  superiority  and 
love  occupy  tire  Droughts  and  the 
efforts  of  the  majority  in  all  races. 
But  the  Lord  says:  “I  am  the  Lord 
thy  God — Thou  shalt  have  no 
other  Gods  before  me,”  and  "I  am’ 
a  jealous  God — etc"  Here,  how¬ 
ever,  the  Christian  finds  a  prom¬ 
ise  and  an  encouragement.  Note 
how  much  more  ready  God  is  to 
bless  than  to  punish: — He  will 
visit  iniquity  upon  the  third  and 
the  fourth .  generations  but  will 
show  mercy  unto  thousands  of 
them  that  love  Him  and  keep  His 
commandments. 

To  worship  means  more  than  to 
go  to  a  certain  place,  at  a  certain 
time,  and  fold  our  hands  or  get 
down  on  our  knees,  to  repeat  a 
creed,  to  sing  some  religious  songs, 
or  to  make  some  offering — one  can

Jerusalem,  worship  the  Father." — 
John  4:21.  “But  the  hour  cometh 
end  now  is,  when  the  true  wor¬ 
shippers  shall  worship  the  Father 
in  spirit  and  in  truth”  .  .  .  John 
4:23.  Nothing  is  said  here  about 
the  place  of  worship.  Everything 
depends  upon  the  worship  itself, 
that  is,  the  right  kind  and  Jesus 
says  the  right  kind  is  "in  spirit 
and  truth.”  Allso  in  Zeph.  2:11  we 
find — "Men  shall  worship  Him. 
everyone  from  his  place, 
the  isles  of  the  heathen.” 

2.  Whom  shall  we  worship-r- 
We  are  told  that  a  pagan  once  in 
the  presence  of  Augustine,  point¬ 
ing  to  his  idol  said:  "This  is  my 
God.  where  is  yours?”  Augustine 
said  of  this:  ”1  did  not  show  him 
my  God,  not  because  I  had  none 
to  show,  but  that  he  had  no  eyes 
to  see  him.”  God  is  a  spirit  and 
they  that  worship  Him  must  do  so 
in  spirit  and  in  truth.  This  does 
not  mean  that  we  are  merely  to 
have  altars  dedicated  to  an  un¬ 
known.  God  as  did  the  Athenians — 
God  dearly  states  the  object  of 
our  worship.  "I  am  the  Lord  thy 
God." 

3.  Forms  of  Worships— We  are 
bound  to  use  forms  of  some  sort, 
wherever  a  group  worships  to¬ 
gether.  This  is  essential  for  ex¬ 
pressing  our  thoughts  and 
tions.  Gestures,  speech,  voice,  song, 
yes,  even  the  architecture  of  the 


the  devil. 

Worship — 
Bear  in  mind  the  many  sins  we 
have  committed  daily  in  thought, 
word  and  deed — our  attitude  to¬ 
wards  our  fellowmen.  We  should 
ask  both  his  and  God's  forgiveness 
for  our  shortcomings.  If  we  have 
no  desire  to  make  amends 
our  transgressions,  how  car 
hope  to  worship  God  in  spirit  and 
truth  with  such  a  rebellious 
heart. 

Let  us  search  our  hearts 
light  of  the  following  inspirational 
lines.  Then  may  we  put  for  re¬ 
newed  efforts  to  strengthen  our¬ 
selves  and  by  the  Grace  of  God, 
and  the  fellowship  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  may  we  worship  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  in  a  true  spiritual 
manner.

A  Russian  exile,  Mr.  Paul  Vor- 
onaeff,  who  arrived  in  America  ] 
two  and  one-half  years  ago  after  | 
spending  13  years  in  Soviet  Russia, 
told  the  student  body  some  of  his 
experiences  in  convocation  on 
Wednesday,  Oct  12. 

"Communism,”  said  Mr.  Voron-  ( 
aeff,  “takes  only  one  stand  in  re¬ 
ligion.  Communists  call  them  - 
selves  the  militant  godless." 
They  don’t  limit  themselves  to  a  j 
certain  people,  but  believe  their  | 
mission  is  to  convince  the  whole  i 
world.  They  wish  to  establish  a 
stronghold  in  Russia." 

The  speaker  s  parents  are  both  I 
captives  in  Russia  at  the  present  i 
time.  The  father,  a  Baptist  min-  j 
ister,  was  arrested  in  1930,  and 
the  mother  in  1933.  Without  a  trial 
or  jury  they  were  thrown  into 
prison  and  must  work.  "The  only 
crime  they  committed,"  said  their 
son.  “was  being  loyal  and  faithful 
to  God." 

Mr.  Voronaeff  related  that  a 
characteristic  answer  which  a  | 
young  boy  on  the  street  would  give  | 
when  asked  about  God,  would  be, 

‘  Mister,  it’s  a  lie.  There  isn't  any  | 
God.  The  Bible  is  full  of  fairy 
tales,  and  ministers  and  apostles 
belong  in  prison."  This  is  the  re¬ 
sult  of  the  Russian  education. 

"For  the  past  15  years,"  said  the 
exile,  "not  a  single  Bible  has  been 
printed  in  Russia.  If  you  would 
merely  copy  a  verse,  you  would 
get  ten  years  in  prison." 

European  Interest. 

Concluding  his  lectures  on  the 
European  situation,  Professor  G. 
Ottersberg  again  appeared  before 
the  convocation  on  Thursday,  Oct. 
13,  and  briefly  traced  the  history 
of  Austria,  Hungary  and  Germany 
after  the  peace  treaties  of  1919. 

"Hitler,"  said  the  history  pro- 
i  *ssor,  “began  a  process  of  what 
we  may  call  violent  changes.  He 
carried  out  the  doctrine  that  Ger¬ 
many  must  reassert  herself  in 
order  to  win  back  self-respect” 

The  speaker  showed  how  the 
German  leader  carried  out  his 
plan.  He  traced  the  defeated  na¬ 
tions  through  their  three  stages: 
treaty-fulfillment  negotiation,  and 
self-assertion. 

“It  is  hard  to  say.”  according  to 
Professor  Ottersberg.  "what  the 
future  will  bring.  If  Hitler  is  to  be 
"  trusted,  there  will  be  no  further 
territorial  question  raised  in  Eu¬ 
rope.” 

Wartburg’s  Health. 

Information  about  the  health  of 
Wartburg  and  plans  for  her  future 
were  the  topics  which  Rev.  C,  G. 
Shalkhauser,  director  of  public 
relations,  discussed  on  Tuesday,
